In  the  first  part  of  the  program 
several  students  were  interviewed 
who  are  preparing  th:mselves  for 
service  in  the  U.  S.  armed  forces: 
Call  Eiben,  senior  from  Monticcl- 
lo.  Ia..  who  is  enrolled  in  the 
Army  Reserves;  Laura  Mae  Mey¬ 
er.  freshman  from  Reedsburg, 
Was.,  who  is  taking  a  pre-nursing 
course  and  plans  to  enlist  in  the 
Army  when  she  is  through;  and 
Leonard  Suchsland.  senior  from 
Muscatine,  la.,  who  enlisted  in 
the  Army  Air  Corps  reserve. 

Dr.  M.  Wiederaenders,  professor 
of  education  at  Wartburg  and  di¬ 
rector  of  Civilian  defense  train¬ 
ing  in  Bremer  county,  then  ans¬ 
wered  several  questions  pertain¬ 
ing  to  civilian  defense  and  Wart- 
burg's  wartime  services  to  its 
students. 

"Civilian  defense  in  Bremer 
county,"  said  Dr.  Wiederaenders, 
“is  one  of  Wartburg's  wartime 
services  for  our  country  and  our 
community,  and  we  shall  continue 
this  service  so  long  as  there  is 
anything  that  we  can  do  to  help." 

Florence  Diemer,  of  Edgar,  Wis., 
then  played  a  cornet  solo  entitled, 
“The  Commodore  Polka"  by 
Chambers.  She  was  accompanied 
by  Mario  Meyer  of  Rockwell,  Ia.

THE  GENERAL  PLATOFF  DON  COSSACK  CHORUS 


Coming  from  the  Don  river  basin  in  southern 
Russia,  this  group  of  twenty-seven  singing 
Cossacks  has  gained  its  world-wide  fame  out¬ 
side  of  its  native  land.  The  Cossacks  were  al¬ 
ways  loyal  to  the  Czars  and  when  the  Com¬ 


munist  regime  came  Into  Russia,  these  singers 
were  forced  to  leave.  They  were  organized  as 
a  singing  group  in  Czechoslovakia  in  1928, 
under  the  direction  of  their  present  conduotor, 
Nicholas  Kostrukoff.

One  of  the  special  features  of 
the  Don  Cossack  chorus  is  this 
knife  dance  which  was  a  family 
accomplishment  in  Russia  and 
handed  from  generation  to  gen¬ 
eration.  Very  few  men  are  cap¬ 
able  of  the  grace  and  coordin¬ 
ation  required  In  tills  native 
dance.

Hertel  Papers  in 
College  Library 

On  file  in  our  college  library 
now  is  a  research  paper  entitled 
“Root  Habits  of  Certain  Plants  of 
the  Foothill  and  Alpine  Belts  of 
Rocky  Mountain  National  Park”, 
which  was  written  by  Dr.  E.  W. 
Hertel  in  conjunction  with  three 
other  specialists  from  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Denver,  Denver,  Colo. 
This  pamphlet  was  reprinted 
from  “Ecological  Monographs.” 
In  a  late  edition  of  "Physiologic¬ 
al  Zoology,"  a  quarterly  of  the 
University  of  Chicago,  Dr.  Hertcl’s 
"Studies  on  Vigor  in  the  Rotifer 
Hydantina,  senta"  was  published. 
The  paper  is  based  on  the  study 
of  the  cause  of  the  increase  in 
vigor  when  weak  strains  in  plants 
or  animals  are  crossed  and  was 
part  of  the  work  for  his  doctorate 
at  the  University  of  Nebraska. 


Don  Cossacks  To  Appear 
In  Waverly  October  23 

Exiled  Singers 
Will  Perform 
for  Homecoming. 


The  world-famous  General 
Platoff  Don  Cossack  chorus  will 
open  the  Wartburg  Artist  series 
for  the  current  year  on  Friday, 
Oct.  23  at  8  p.  m.  in  St.  Paul's 
parish  house.  These  27  singers 
in  exile  come  to  Waverly  at  the 
beginning  of  their  fourth  Ameri¬ 
can  tour.  They  first  performed  in 
this  country  at  the  San  Francisco 
world’s  fair  in  1939.  Unusual  and 
entertaining  dancing  is  an  added 
feature  of  this  program. 

The  reputation  of  this  band  of 
27  Russians,  who  are  sometimes 
picturesquely  known  at  the 
“twenty-seven  singing  horsemen 
of  the  Steppes",  has  preceded 
them  wherever  they  have  travel¬ 
ed. 

Those  perfectly  matched  solo 
voices  cover  the  range  from  high 
soprano  to  the  lowest  bass,  sing¬ 
ing  vivid  homespun  ballads, 
opera,  choruses  and  soldier 
songs,  with  a  gladness  and  grand¬ 
eur  that  is  characteristic  of  their 

The  development  of  choral  work 
has  been  eloquently  pursued  in 
Russia.  From  the  time  of  the 
fifteenth  century  the  court  of  Mos¬ 
cow  had  its  church  choir  compos¬ 
ed  of  the  greatest  male  voices  of 
that  time.  When  the  Imperial 
choirs  were  no  longer  in  exist¬ 
ence,  the  Cossacks  from  the  Don 
region  became  famous  fpr  the 
beauty  of  their  voices. 

The  official  founding  of  the 
choir  took  place  in  1926  under 
the  patronage  of  the  then  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Czechoslovak  republic, 
Dr.  Thomas  Masaryk  and  Ed¬ 
ouard  Benes,  then  minister  of  the 
foreign  office. 

It  was  named  after  the  famous 
Cossack  general,  Platoff,  who 
achieved  great  military  feats  100 
years  ago. 

General  Platoff  was  one  of  the 
leaders  in  the  war  which  made 
Napoleon’s  invasion  of  Russia  a 
Military  disaster.  He  was  a  Cos¬ 
sack  from  the  river  Don  and  a 
musician  as  well  as  a  soldier.  Be¬ 
cause  there  were  many  Cossack 
districts  in  Imperial  Russia,  they 
identified  themselves  by  including 
the  name  of  the  1,200  mile  river. 
Don  which  drains  the  region  in 
which  most  of  the  choir  members 
were  born. 

The  Cossacks,  of  course,  were 
the  finest  soldiers  of  Imperial 
Russia  and  at  the  outbreak  of  the 
World  War  there  were  about 
two  million  of  them  in  the  Czarist 
armies.  As  a  class,  living  as  they 
did  on  the  vast  plains  of  the  Uk¬ 
raine  and  southern  Russia,  they 
developed  the  same  skill  as  horse¬ 
men  and  much  the  same  individu¬ 
al  self-sufficiency  that  are  the  in¬ 
herited  qualities  of  the  American 
cowboy. 

When  the  communist  regime 
came  into  Russia,  the  Cossacks 
fled  and  scattered  over  the  world. 
The  General  Platoff  Don  Cos¬ 
sacks  were  organized  in  Czecho- 


|  Slovakia  in  1926  and  since  have 
roamed  the  world  as  a  chorus. 

In  sixteen  years  they  have  sung 
their  haunting  melodies  of  the 
Russian  Steppes  in  the  most  re¬ 
nowned  auditoriums  in  Europe, 
North  and  South  Africa,  south 
and  central  American,  Australia 
and  New  Zealand,  the  Far  East 
and  Honolulu. 

The  range  of  their  repertoire 
covers  not  only  their  native  melo¬ 
dies  of  folk  ballads  and  heoric 
Cossack  war  songs,  crooning  lulla¬ 
bies  to  their  children,  and  the 
mystic  hymns  of  the  Russian 
Orthedox  church,  but  also  Negro 
spirituals,  operatic  selections  Eng¬ 
lish  sonnets  and  Spanish  ditties. 

An  outstanding  feature  of  the 
entertainment  is  the  knife  dancer, 
Young  Ivonoff,  who  performs  the 
spirited  dance  of  the  Causasian 
Cossacks,  carrying  twelve  knives

But 
because  we  are  not  actively  engaged  in  it,  we  oftentimes  for¬ 
get  that  there  is  a  war ;  that  there  is  strife  in  the  world,  and 
above  all  that  we  have  a  duty  to  fulfill  in  connection  with 
this  war. 

There  is  in  America  a  spirit  unlike  any  other  in  the 
world.  We  are  all  for  upholding  and  maintaining  the  principles 
for  which  our  country  stands. 

Our  congressmen  debate  loud  and  long  on  important 
issues.  Politicians  rake  each  other  over  the  coals;  they  have 
many  political  rallies  and  speeches.  Every  man  gives  his  opin¬ 
ion.

Nicholas  Kostrukoff,  conductor 
of  the  General  Platoff  Don  Cos¬ 
sack  chorus,  was  studying  to  be¬ 
come  a  mining  engineer  when  the 
first  World  War  intervened, 
the  second  year  of  the  war 
was  17  and  old  enough  to  s 
in  a  Cossack  regiment,  where  he 
gained  promotion  to  the  rank  of 
officer.  He  served  with  his  regi¬ 
ment  until  the  Revolution.  His 
family  was  driven  from  their 
home  on  the  Don  river  and  he 
became  an  exile  finding  refuge 
first  in  Bulgaria,  and  finally  in 
Prague.  There  he  resumed  his 
engineering  studies. 

was  while  he  was  studying 
there,  in  1922,  that  his  future  vo¬ 
cation  began  to  make  itself  evi¬ 
dent.  He  had  found  many  exiled 
landsmen  in  the  Czech  capital 
and  he  began  to  join  them  in  their 
parties  and  devotions.  They  sang 
the  old  songs  of  their  homeland, 
lullabies  they  had  heard  as  chil¬ 
dren,  the  full  rich  measures  ol 
their  church  music,  and  the  folk 
s  of  the  Don  country.  It  was 
long  before  Kostrukoff,  with 
his  strong  personality,  found  him¬ 
self  conducting  a  choir  of  his  fel¬ 
low  students.  His  enthusiasm 
and  hard  work,  coupled  with  the 
loyal  cooperation  of  his  associates, 
eventually  brought  undreamt  of 
success. 

Modestly  and  unassumingly, 
occasional  public  performances 
were  arranged;  and  at  one  of 
them,  fate,  in  the  shape  of  a  vis¬ 
iting  impressario,  set  the  seal  on 
their  destinies.  They  started  out 
by  giving  a  series  of  professional 
concerts  for  other  Russian  exiles 
in  nearby  towns.  Their  success 
on  home  territory  led  them  Into 
other  fields  where  there  was  ap¬ 
preciative  response.  Concert  en¬ 
gagements  came  pouring  in.  It 
soon  became  necessary  for  the 
singing  students  to  consider  seri¬ 
ously  what  they  were  to  follow 
as  their  future  careers — their  pro-

Nicholas  Kostrukoff,  the  one¬ 
time  mining  engineer  who  or¬

Those  Wartburg  Knights  have  decided  to  resort  to 
modern  war  tactics  this  season,  and  it  is  surely  showing  re¬ 
sults,  mildly  speaking.  Coach  Van  Dyke  has  instructed  the 
boy  to  keep  both  feet  on  the  ground  instead  of  the  usual 
Knight  system  of  being  “up  in  the  air"  in  former  battles.  So 
far  the  Knights  have  won  two  ball  games,  beating  Wisconsin 
Tech  6-0,  and  trouncing  Penn  on  Thursday  19-0.  A  determin¬ 
ed,  gallant  bunch  of  Knights  have  decided  to  play  each  game 
as  it  comes,  and  to  play  it  well.  You’ll  see  no  loafing  on  the 
Wartburg  squad  this  year.  Why?  Because  Wartburg  has 
enough  reserve  strength  to  take  care  of  any  such  men  who 
are  inclined  to  do  so.  1  think  that  was  plainly  shown  last 
Thursday  night  when  Van  substituted  so  freely  in  the  last 
part  of  the  Penn  game.  With  reserves  in  almost  every  posi¬ 
tion,  Penn  was  still  unable  to  get  any  place ;  in  fact  they 
even  lost  ground  on  their  last  four  plays  from  scrimmage. 

Highlights 

Perhaps  the  biggest  thrill  of  the  game  was  watching 
those  Wartburg  lads  turn  on  the  power  in  the  fourth  quar¬ 
ter.  and  march  83  yards  to  their  final  touchdown  of  the 
game.  Sheer  power!  They  didn’t  take  to  the  air.  They  went 
right  through  the  Penn  line.  If  a  hole  wasn’t  made  by  the 
Knight  linesmen,  those  ball  carriers  for  Coach  Van’s  eleven 
made  them,  with  a  result  that  it  took  13  plays  to  score  that 
touchdown.  It  seems  that  when  they  got  to  the  Penn  33,  they 
decided  to  rest  a  bit,  and  an  incomplete  forward  pass  was 
the  result.  However,  they  wasted  no  more  time,  and  con¬ 
tinued  on  to  their  6-pointer. 

John  Keller,  freshman  from  Jamestown,  N.  D..  made 
the  run  of  the  evening  for  the  home  team,  only  to  have  it 
called  back.  Running  at  full  speed,  he  intercepted  a  pass  on 
the  Wartburg  30  yard  marker,  and  rambled  down  the  side¬ 
lines  for  what  looked  like  another  score,  only  to  trip  and  fall 
on  the  Penn  20  yard  line. 

Elgin  Allen’s  tackle  that  kept  the  Knight  goal  line  un¬ 
crossed  was  another  exciting  moment.  LaRette  threw  a 
short  pass  to  Smoth  who  broke  away  and  when  it  appeared 
he  was  about  to  score,  Elgin  came  in  and  knocked  him  out 
of  bounds  on  the  eight  yard  line.  Then  the  Knights’  great 
goal  line  stand!  It  was  beautiful  to  see  those  Wartburg  boys 
dig  in  and  actually  know  in  their  hearts  that  Penn  couldn’t 
score.  And  they  didn’t.  Penn  tried  two  line  plays  that  netted 
them  about  7  yards  to  the  Kights  1  yard  line.  Then  a  pass, 
followed  by  another  smash  at  Wartburg’s  stone  wall  around 
the  center  of  the  line,  and  they  reluctantly  gave  the  ball  over 
to  the  Wartburg  eleven. 

Features  of  the  Game. 

Did  you  know  that  the  Quakers  were  coachless  when 
they  came  to  take  on  our  Knights?  Their  coach  was  in  the 
hospital  suffering  from  an  appendectomy  and  was  unable  to 
make  the  trip.  In  his  stead,  a  student  manager  was  put  in 
charge.  No,  I’m  not  thinking  that  Penn  could  have  beat  us 
Thursday  night  with  a  coach.  It  was  our  team’s  ball  game  all 
the  way,  and  they  knew  it. 

How  did  you  like  to  see  our  two  "pony”  backs  in  action 
in  the  last  few  minutes  of  the  game?  "Skip”  Sailer  and 
“Butch"  Heist  they  are.  Skip  sneaked  through  center  on  one 
play  for  nine  yards,  and  almost  a  first  down,  but  on  the  next 
play  he  had  to  yield  to  three  husky  Penn  linemen  and  as  a 
result  he  lost  five  of  those  yards.  "Butch”  didn’t  get  his 
hands  on  the  ball,  but  he  didn’t  make  any  mistakes  in  there 
either.

Penn  kicked  off  to  Wartburg 
and  Bob  Sautter  picked  up  the 
pigskin  on  the  20  yard  line  and 
it  back  to  Wartburg's  36.

D.  Allen  then  quick-kick¬ 
ed  to  the  Penn  12  yard  marker, 
and  after  one  play  from  scrim¬ 
mage,  which  lost  the  Quakers  a 
yard.  Boun  punted  to  Obenauer 
the  40  and  he  returned  it  to  the 
the  Penn  32.  With  Obenauer  and 
Allen  carrying  the  ball,  the 
Knights  made  their  first  touch¬ 
down,  Allen  going  around  his  own 
left  end  untouched.  His  try  for 
extra  point  from  placement  was 
good  and  Wartburg  went  into  the 
lead.  Score:  Wartburg  7,  Penn  0. 
The  Knights  again  kicked  off, 
id  when  the  Quakers  failed  to 
make  the  required  ten  yards, 
they  again  punted  to  the  Wart¬ 
burg  40.  A  long  pass,  D.  Allen  to 
E.  Allen,  which  netted  22  yards, 
started  the  Knights  on  their  sec- 
touchdown  journey,  and 
“Baldy"  Allen  scored  on  a  17 
yard  run  around  his  own  left  end. 
His  try  for  extra  point  failed.

Wartburg  kicked  off,  and  after 
Penn  ran  one  play,  the  quarter 
ended. 

Second  Quarter 

The  second  quarter  produced 
>  scoring,  and  settled  into  a  de¬ 
fensive  battle.  Penn  managed  to 
bring  the  ball  into  Knight  ter¬ 
ritory  only  once,  when  they  just 
jver  the  midfield  stripe  mid¬ 
way  in  the  quarter.  Wartburg 
to  the  Penn  twenty  on  a 
series  of  line  plays,  but  there  the 
Penn  line  held.

As  the  second  half  got  under 
ay,  it  looked  like  the  Quakers 
ere  all  steamed  up  as  they  took 
e  ball  on  their  own  30  on  the 
kick-off  and  proceeded  to  open  a 
drive  which  took  them  into 
Knight  territory.  However,  the 
Knight  line  got  warmed  up  to 
their  task,  and  held,  forcing  Boun 
to  punt '  to  Obenauer  on  the  20 
who  returned  it  to  the  Knight  34. 
The  battle  then  raged  around  the 
midfield  stripe  until  late  in  the 
quarter,  Penn  got  the  ball  on 
their  own  38.  A  short  pass  from 
LaRette  to  Smith  was  completed 
and  Smith  carried  the  ball  to  the 
Wartburg  8  yard  line.

Substitutions  from  the 
Wartburg  bench  came  in  a  steady 
stream  until  every  squad  member 
had  seen  some  action.
